tom! hia year the bonfires seemed extra 
fine, and the streets were crammed with 
them so that all traffic had to be atopped. 
Down the main streot there was literally 
one before each house, altogether there 
mest have been nearly four hundred in 
that one thoroughfare, and auch. big ones 
too, it was quite difficult, and in some 
places, even dangerous, to get past them!

these roads epjey in common with all Chi- 
nese roads,.and that is their nstonishing 
tigaagedness, only on these causeways it 
comes out with most irritaticg clearness. 
To get across a plain a couple of miles wide 
one has to travel five ur six miles; instead 
of going along the short base of a triangle, 
you have to gat up one long side and then 
down the other; this process over and over 
again ia provoking. The Chinese are aiid 
to be an excesdingly practical people ; they 
grill quarrel for years aver s bit of land the 
size of a tennia lawn, yet when making 
a roadway there is no practicality about 
Shey they wake tt avuut Oye UNS ay long 
as necessary, spend five times the amount of 
money required for a straight road, and use 
up five times as much land as is neodful, to 
say nothing of the time wasted in getting 
about in thia fantastic fashion.
